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Collier's Magazine Plans 
Canned 


Collier’s magazine issue of April 
29, scheduled for the newsstands about 
April 15, will announce a special pro- 
motion of canned foods. 


The magazine has initiated this 
promotion. The details of announce- 
ment, the store materials, the special 
tie-in with certain distribution out- 
lets, as well as the products to be 
featured, have been selected by Col- 
lier’e in accordance with their own 
policy. 

The general pattern is the same as 
was used in their cheese promotion 
last October with the American Dairy 
Association, and again in January 
with the American Meat Institute. In 
each, Collier’s invites a national food 
association’s home economist to be the 
featured “guest authority.” The as- 
sociation supplies menus, recipes and 
food photographs. 

For the canned foods promotion 
they invited Katherine R. Smith, 
Director of the N.C.A. Consumer 
Service Division, to contribute recipes, 
menus, and three color photographs, 
and these were prepared in the N. C. A. 
Test Kitchens by the staff of the 
Consumer Service Division. 


Collier's reports that there are 93 
organizations with 2,149 stores tying 
in on the promotion. 


A copy of the announcement to ap- 
pear in Collier’s magazine, and copies 
of the menus and recipes were mailed 
last week to N. C. A. members. 


RMA Citrus Committee 


The RMA Citrus Fruit Research 
and Marketing Advisory Committee 
has stressed the need for an expand- 
ing research program on citrus to 
keep pace with problems facing the 
industry and has urged that plant 
qvarantine work at the country's bor- 
ders be greatly so as to 
prevent entrance of dangerous insects 
and diseases from abroad. 

Other recommendations of the 
group emphasized the need to reduce

Hearings Begin April 14 on Wage-Hour Legislation; 
Senate Group to Study Wage Level and Exemptions 


Bills to amend the Fair Labor Standards Act—to increase the mini- 
mum wage, to remove existing exemptions, and to broaden the coverage— 
will be the subject of public hearings by a Senate Labor Subcommittee 
commencing April 14. The announcement of the hearings was made on 
April 4 by the subcommittee chairman, Senator Paul H. Douglas (III.). 


Government Competition 


A Senate Small Business Subcom- 
mittee under the chairmanship of Sen- 
ator Edward Thye (Minn.) held a 
hearing on April 6 for the purpose of 
receiving progress reports from the 
Department of Defense and Budget 
Bureau relating to the termination 
and curtailment of government activi- 
ties competing with private business. 

Percival F. Brundage, Deputy Di- 
rector of the Bureau of the Budget, 
advised that in accordance with the 
Administration's philosophy favoring 
elimination of government activities 
which compete with private industry, 
the Bureau has been at work on the 
problem and is convinced that com- 
petitive activities are unnecessarily 
large. The Bureau's objective, he 
stated, is to reduce the number of 
these activities, and to prevent the 
government from starting new com-

Nicolas Appert Postage Stamp 


France has issued a commemorative 
postage stamp honoring Nicolas Ap- 
pert, the father of canning. 

The 12-franc stamp carries a por- 
trait of Appert and sketches illus- 
trating his discovery of the art of 
canning. The stamp is green and 
white. 

The importance and contribution to 
civilization of canning, as evidenced 
by this action of the French govern- 
ment, was the subject of a press re- 
lease to metropolitan newspapers, wire 
services, and canning trade journals, 
prepared and issued by the N.C.A. In- 
formation Division. The press release 
pointed out how American industry 
expanded the Appert discovery to its 
present magnitude. 


Other members of the subcommit- 
tee are Senators Matthew M. Neely 
(W. Va.), John F. Kennedy (Mass.), 
H. Alexander Smith (N. J.), and 
Barry Goldwater (Ariz.). 


Labor Secretary James P. Mitchell 
is scheduled to be the first witness, 
He will be followed on April 15 by 
Commerce Secretary Sinclair Weeks 
in the morning and in the afternoon 
by the Solicitor of the Department of 
Labor, Stuart Rothman, who also is 
Acting Wage and Hour Administrator. 


Nine bills to amend the Fair Labor 
Standards Act have been introduced 
in the Senate. Following is a brief 
description of these proposals: 


S. 18, introduced by Senator Potter 
(Mich.), would increase the minimum 
wage to $1.00 an hour. 


S. 57, introduced by Senator Smith 
(N. J.), would increase the minimum 
wage to 90 cents an hour, 


S. 247, introduced by Senator Smith 
(Me.), would increase the minimum 
wage to $1.00 an hour. 


S. 662, introduced by Senator Leh- 
man (N. Y.), for himself and Sena- 
tors Green (R. I.), Kilgore (W. Va.), 
McNamara (Mich.), Neely (W. Va.), 
and Pastore (R. I.), would rewrite the 
Fair Labor Standards Act by increas- 
ing the minimum wage to $1.25 an 
hour, and by providing for the issu- 
ance of administrative wage orders 
following industry advisory commit- 
tee consideration of proposals to estab- 
lish minimum wage levels up to $1.50 
an hour. The bill also would repeal 
the existing seasonal exemptions and 
would allow for one limited exemption 
from overtime applicable only to 
NLRB certified contracts that guar- 
antee employees a minimum of 1,840 
hours employment a year. Other 
changes proposed by the bill would 
substantially broaden the present cov-

erage, including so-called industrial 
farm operations. 

8. 770, introduced by Senator Mur- 
ray (Mont.), would increase the min- 
imum wage to $1.25 an hour, would 
reduce the maximum hours to 37% 
a week two years after enactment and 
to 35 hours a week four years after 
enactment. The seasonal exemptions 
would be removed from the Act. So- 
called industrial farm labor would be 
brought under the coverage of the 
law. 
S. 1127, introduced by Senator Mar- 
tin (Pa.), would remove the World 
War II-acquired possessions from the 
application of the Act, 

S. 1288, introduced by Senator 
Dworshak (Idaho), would exempt the 
operation of non-profit irrigation proj- 
ects from the Act. 

S. 1487, introduced by Senators 
Capehart (Ind.) and Curtis (Nebr.), 
is designed to clarify the definition of 
employee by providing that the term 
does not cover an individual who by 
common law rules is an independent 
contractor. 


S. 1447 introduced by Senator Cur- 
tis (Nebr.), is designed to exempt 
buyers of poultry and dairy products 
in their raw or natural state from the 
overtime requirements of the Act. 

In addition to these recommenda- 
tions for amendment of the Act, it 
can be expected that the Secretary of 
Labor and the Solicitor for the De- 
partment will present the Adminis- 
tration’s proposals. Thus far all that 
has been recommended is an increase 
in the minimum wage level to 90 cents 
an hour and broadening of the cover- 
age of the Act. In the past Labor De- 
partment representatives have recom- 
mended repeal of the agricultural and 
fish processing exemptions in Sec- 
tions 7(c), 13(a) (5), and 13(a) (10) 
and enactment of a revised 7(b) (3) 
seasonal exemption.

Henry M. Loomis, first Director of 
the N. C. A. Claims Division and also 
an Assistant Secretary of the Asso- 
ciation, was honored recently by the 
American Chemical Society.

marketing costs in getting high qual- 
ity citrus fruits to consumers. Among 
recommendations given top priority by 
the committee at this year’s meeting, 
which was held in Washington March 
21-23, are: 

Production Research: (1) Expanded 
work on “spreading decline“ —a seri- 
ous disease of citrus trees, and (2) ex- 
pansion of all phases of the research 
program on the Mexican fruit Ax, a 
— pest now present in Mex- 
co. 

Utilization Research: (1) Expanded 
research on the relationship of color 
to maturity in colored grapefruit; 
preparation and maintenance of qual- 
ity in pulp-fortified pink and red 
grapefruit juice and concentrates; 
utilization of faded“ colored grape- 
fruit; and development of new or im- 
proved grapefruit products from all 
of this fruit, and (2) chemical and 
hysical investigations to develop an 
improved basis for maturity standards 
and greater uniformity in fruit qual- 
ity of oranges for processing and 
fresh market. 

Marketing Research: (1) Expanded 
work on chemical control of decay 
in citrus fruits during storage and 


transit, and (2) expanded research 
on precooling and in-transit refrigera- 
tion of citrus fruits and frozen citrus 
concentrates. 

Service Work by USDA: (1) Ex- 
panded work on development and re- 
vision of U. 8. standards for grades 
of processed citrus products, with par- 
ticular attention to development of 
grade standards for new products, and 
testing and evaluation of objective 
methods for measuring quality factors 
in citrus products as a part of official 
inspection procedures, and (2) initia- 
tion of 2 eitrus-tree surveys 
by ages and varieties, in Texas an 
Arizona. 

Service and Educational Work by 
State Departments of Agriculture and 
Extension Agencies: Expansion of 
service work undertaken on a matched 
fund basis by state — me of 
agriculture, and of marketing educa- 
tional work by federal-state coopera- 
tive extension services. 


Campbell Soup Buys Swanson 


The Campbell Soup Company and 
C. A. Swanson & Sons have announced 
plans to affiliate. An April 4 an- 
nouncement states, “Two of the na- 
tion’s best known food processors 
thus will join hands to take advantage 
of growing sales opportunities in the 
field of frozen food specialties.” 

Under the terms of an agreement 
now being worked out, Campbell Soup 
Company will acquire all of the out- 
standing stock of C. A. Swanson & 
Sons in exchange for Campbell stock. 

Swanson products will continue to 
be marketed under the Swanson label, 
it was stated. 


Carleton A. Friday 


Carleton A. Friday, 57, of New 
Richmond, Wis., president of Friday 
Canning Corp. and of Bayfield Can- 
ning Co., died April 6 following sur- 
gery the week before. 


Mr. Friday grew up in the canning 
business, his father having been pres- 
ident of the Badger Canning Company 
in Markesan. The father and son pur- 
chased the Friday Canning Corp. in 
1925, and Carleton A. Friday obtained 
the Bayfield firm in 1953. 

Mr. Friday served as a member of 
the N.C.A. Board of Directors, 1950- 
52, and was a member of the Execu- 
tive Committee in 1952. He also 
served on the Public Relations Com- 
mittee, 1951; the Taxation Committee, 
1953; and had just been appointed to 
the Labeling Committee for this year. 
He was president of the Wisconsin 
Canners Association in 1949. 
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Changes in Mold Count and 
Insect Fragment Methods 


Changes in the methods of analysis 
for extraneous materials in certain 
canned foods were adopted at the 
meeting of the Association of Official 
Agricultural Chemists in October, 
1954. 


These changes became official at 
that time. They will be included in 
the next version of the “Book of Of- 
ficial A.O.A.C. Methods of Analysis.” 
Among these changes are: 


HCWARD MOLD COUNT ON TOMATO 
PRODUCTS 


“Method 35.64, page 723, 2nd para- 
graph, 2nd line, ‘place small drop’ is 
eleted, and ‘with knife blade or scal- 

place portion’ substituted. In the 
rd line of the same paragraph, the 
word ‘drop’ is deleted; in the 5th line, 
same paragraph, the word ‘drop’ is 
dele and ‘portion’ inserted. The 
following statement should 2 in 
the method as part of 35.64 at the end 
of the 3rd paragraph which now ends 
. . . liquid examined per field is 0.15 
„: ‘Use magnification of 90- 
In those instances where the 
identifying characters of the mold fila- 
ments are not clearly discernible in 
the standard field, use magnification 
of ca 200 X (8 mm objective) to 
confirm the identity of mold filaments 
previously observed in the standard 
field.’ The last sentence on page 724, 
last paragraph of 35.64 is deleted.” 

This change requires that the mi- 
croscopes used be equipped with an 


additional lens, i. e., an 8 mm objec- 
tive.

Minimum Wage Set under 
Walsh-Healey Act Held Invalid 


In the first case reaching decision 
under the judicial review privileges 
accorded by the 1952 Fulbright amend- 
ment, the Federal District Court of 
the District of Columbia has enjoined 
the Secretary of Labor from estab- 
lishing a Walsh-Healey minimum 
wage floor on a national basis for 
the cotton and rayon manufacturing 
industry. While the direct effect of 
the ruling is limited to the wage mini- 
mum involved in the particular in- 
dustry, the decision is a precedent for 
the principle that minimum wage or- 
ders under the Walsh-Healey Public 
Contracts Act may be established only 
on a locality basis and may not be 
established for the nation at large. 


No minimum wage has ever been 
announced for the canning industry 
under the Walsh-Healey authority at 
issue in the instant case, but the de- 
cision may be a forecast of further 
court rulings anticipated under the 
Walsh-Healey Act. A similar injune- 
tion proceeding involving the mini- 
mum wage promulgated for the woolen 
and worsted manufacturers is now 
pending. In addition, a petition for 
repeal of the Secretary's general reg- 
ulation limiting the so-called “open 
market” exemption of the Walsh- 
Healey Act to that narrow class of 
purchases specifically referred to as 
“open market” purchases in federal 
procurement statutes is now on file 
with the Secretary. This petition, 
filed by a large number of electric 
light bulb manufacturers, if denied by 
the Secretary, will undoubtedly be 
tested in the courts. A ruling favor- 
able to the petitioners in this latter 
proceeding would have the effect of 
extending the “open market” exemp- 
tion of the Act to all purchases of sup- 
plies which are customarily bought 
and sold in civilian channels. 


Shipper’s Export Declaration 


The “Shipper’s Export Declaration” 
(Commerce Department Forms 7525-V, 
regular and alternate) and the con- 
tinuation sheet to that form have re- 
cently been revised. The revised form 
is marked “revised May, 1954.” How- 
ever, both the old and the May, 1954, 
forms will be accepted by Collectors of 
Customs for approval and authenti- 
cation through September 30. After 
that date Collectors will accept only 
the May, 1954, forms.

Canco Food News Service 


A unique “food news service” has 
been introduced hy the home economics 
department of American Can Com- 
pany to promote the ude of canned 
products and to encourage home- 
makers to make maximum use of 
canned foods in their daily menus. 


The new service supplements Can- 
co’s nationwide consumer advertising 
and educational programs by supply- 
ing radio, television and newspaper 
food editors with stories, photographs 
and other canned food promotional 
material, said Harriet Jean Ander- 
son, the firm’s director of home eco- 
nomics. 


The initial “program kit” for women 
and food program telecasters featured 
a carnival party technique, promoting 
the use of corn to tie in with Na- 
tional Corn Week. The kit, sent to 
175 radio and TV stations, provides 
recipes, party accessories, a shopping 
guide and a give-away leaflet for 
audiences with canned product recipe 
directions. 


“The can company,” Miss Ander- 
son said, “plans to make up a number 
of such TV program kits during the 
year to tie in with Canco’s canned 
food advertisements in consumer mag- 
azines and also to coincide with vari- 
ous national canned food promotions. 
Chain and grocery stores also will get 
leaflets for local tie-ins and canner 
promotions.” The next kit is sched- 
uled for release in June. 


News stories related to current 
canned food promotions will be sent 
to the food editors of 320 newspapers 
with a circulation of more than 40 
million, Miss Anderson said. All can- 
ners are to be apprised of the various 
releases so that heavy impact may be 
given their canned products through 
coordination of their own sales promo- 
tion and advertising activities. 


Good Housekeeping Cook Book 


A new Good Housekeeping Cook 
Book, edited by Dorothy Marsh, di- 
rector of foods and cookery of the 
Good Housekeeping Institute, was 
published by Rinehart and Company, 
Ine. on March 28. 


Throughout the book the recipes 
have generous uses of canned foods 
and much buying information about 
them. In the chapter titled “Market- 
ing” some of the sections under “When 
You Buy Canned Foods” are “You Get 
Fine Cooked Food, The Label Is Your 
Buying Guide, Canned Fruits Are of 
the Best, Canned Vegetables Are 
Tasty Timesavers, and There Are 


Dietetic Packs Too.” A can size chart 
also is included in the buying informa- 
tion in this chapter. Other informa- 
tion about canned foods, such as cook- 
ing and using hints, is scattered 
through other parts. 

The large general cook book is de- 
scribed as “brand new from cover to 
cover—containing the most up-to-the- 
minute and best ways to buy, prepare 
and serve food. More than 3,000 
recipes kitchen-tested by the Good 
Housekeeping Institute.” There are 
recipes and menus for all occasions, 
as well as detailed instructions and 
handsome illustrations. 


Parade Magazine 


The food article to appear in the 
April 24 issue of Parade magazine will 
feature canned cream style corn and 
chili con carne. 


The page feature by Parade’s food 
editor, Beth Merriman, is entitled 
“Meal-In-A-Dish.” About the dish, 
which she calls “Chili Corn Bake,” she 
writes, “Here are sunny yellow corn, 
emerald-green peppers, scarlet toma- 
toes, rich red-brown chili—all in one 
dish. It’s hard to beat for color and 
flavor, hard even to equal for ease of 
preparation and economy.” The pre- 
pared dish is shown in a black and 
white photograph, with additional pho- 
tographs showing the step-by-step 
preparation. 

Parade is a popular Sunday picture 
magazine, distributed nationally with 
many metropolitan newspapers.

mercial activities that can be as well 
performed by private industry. 


On January 15 the Bureau issued 
Bulletin No. 55-4 addressed to heads 
of executive departments and agencies. 
The bulletin requested an immediate 
inventory of all commercial-industrial 
activities, and an evaluation of these 
activities. 


O. H. Dersheimer, staff director of 
the Commercial and Industrial Activi- 
ties Division of the Office of the As- 
sistant Secretary of Defense, advised 
the committee that the Department 
of Defense is taking an active part 
in the program under Bulletin 55-4. 
The Defense Department is endeavor- 
ing to eliminate all unnecessary mili- 
tary-owned and -operated commercial 
and industrial-type facilities. Dis- 
continuance of some military activities 
has already taken place and plans for 
further curtailment of activities have 
been received by Mr. Dersheimer's 


Grades for Apple Butter 


The U. S. Department of Agricul- 
ture has announced that it proposes 
to revise current U. S. standards for 
grades of apple butter. The principal 
changes proposed concern an adjust- 
ment in the color requirements for 
each grade, and the inclusion of a 
provision for a standardized procedure 
for viewing the product when examin- 
ing it for the presence of defects. 
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
